Heath, RJ et al describe the claimed special technical feature of a molecule that interacts with the active site of FabH, wherein 
the molecule is an inhibitor of enzymatic activity through interaction with the active site of the enzyme. The molecule was 
designated an Acyl-ACP, which suppressed FabH activity (see abstract). The reference anticipates the now claimed invention. 

Claims 12 and 17 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Heath, RJ et al (26 January 1996). 

Heath, RJ et al describe the claimed special technical feature of a molecule that interacts with the active site of FabH, wherein 
the molecule is an inhibitor of enzymatic activity through interaction with the active site of the enzyme. The molecule was a 
long chain acyl-acyl carrier protein, designated an Acyl-ACP, which suppressed FabH activity (see abstract). The reference 
anticipates the now claimed invention. 

Claims 12 and 17 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Han et al (September 1998). 

Han et al describe the claimed special technical feature of a molecule that interacts with the active site of FabH, wherein the 
molecule is an inhibitor of enzymatic activity through interaction with the active site of the enzyme. The inhibitor was a 
thiolactomycin molecule. The reference anticipates the now claimed invention. 

Claims 1-2 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Han et al (September 1998). Han et al 
teach the characterization of FabH through biochemical isolation and purification by sodium dodecyl sulfate-polyacrylamide 
gel electrophoresis, wherein FabH was found to be a homodimeric enzyme. The referenced also purified the protein 
through recombinant expression followed by purification. The reference (Continued on Supplemental Sheet.)
